U.K. Nuclear

LONDON (UPI) — Britain 
Tuesday exploded a high-yield 
nuclear device at high altitude 
over its Christmas Island test 
grounds in the Pacific, the Min- 
istry of Supply announced. 

It was the second announced 
explosion in the current series 
of British nuclear tests. 

“The Minister of Supply, Mr. 
Aubrey Jones, has received a 
report from Air Vice Marshal 
Grandy, commander, joint serv- 
iceS task force based at Christ- 
mas Island, that a high-yield nu- 
clear device was successfully 
exploded at high altitude over 
the central Pacific today,” the 
announcement said. 


The first test in the series was 
a small atomic bomb. The min- 
istry did not specify, but Tues- 


day's blast was believed to be a 
hydrogen bomb. 

The Air Ministry announced 
that Tuesday's bomb was drop- 
ped from a Vickers Valiant jet 
bomber. 

The RAF plane was painted 
white with special antithermal 


radiation paint to deflect the 
heat. It was fitted with steel 
window visors to protect the 


cr@w from the flash of the blast.

He told the legion- 
na.res the U.S, is ahead of the 
Soviet Union in over-all military 
strength and America and its 
allies are strong enough to win 
either a general or a limited 
war. 

Truman, in his speech, said 
the Russians have missiles that 
can carry a nuclear warhead 
from their continent to Amer- 
ica. He said the U.S. also is be- 
hing in the number and quality 
of shorter range missiles. 

The Russians, since 1945, 
have had “their great army mo- 
bilized,” the former President 
said, but ‘we stripped down our 
great army to a few occupation 
divisions.”

was the final one since the 
recovery of the plane, believed 
to have sunk 2,000 feet, was

The crippled Nagoya-bound 
DC3 crashed killing the 33 pas- 
sengers and: crewmen aboard. 

The plane had been fiving at 
an altitude of 5,500 feet filled to 
capacity with passengers and 
freight of 25,506 pounds.

‘Le Desordre et La Nuit’ 


By FOUMY SAISHO 


“Le Desordre et La Nuit” 
plaving at New Toho is one of 
the French romantic thrillers in 
the popular tradition of “serie 
nolre’” sensationalism, a recent 
example being “Maigret Tend 
Un Piege,” aiso featuring Ga- 
bin. Only “Le Desordre” is not 
as successful and far less shock- 
ing. 

The only real shocker in this 
picture. has nothing im particu- 


| lar to do with the thriller side 


of interest but with the person- 
al behavior of the inspector in 
pursuit of the criminal. For 
he is in a wrong sort of pur- 
suit. After all, one is not much 
used to the sight of a cop, even 
in plain clothes, slipping into 
the bed of the first attractive 
suspect he has found. 

The motive of Inspector Jean 
Gabin in his extraordinary be- 
havior does not transpire until 
quite a few reels later, and thus 
constitutes part of the nagging 
suspense which serves to sus- 
tain this otherwise mediocre 
show to the end. For “Le Des- 
ordre et La Nuit” is essentially 
a dull thriller despite its glitter- 
ing display of murder, triangu- 
lar ilove interest, narcotics, 
blackmailing, etc. 

By the time the puzzied audi- 
ence firlds the right reason for 
M. Gabin—which is too simple 
to be thought of at first—mc&t 
of the thriller factor is gone, as 
well as the film footage and in- 
spector Gabin’s naming the real 
criminal comes more as an anti- 
climax to his love story. And 
M. Gabin portrays himself more 
sympathetically as a man than 
as a cop. For his is the hope- 
lessiv rmelodramatic case of a 
cop falling in love with the sus- 
pect. 


Jean Gabin plays this inspec- 


tor slipping on his job with 
enough subtlety to make his 
audience, including his. own 
police colleague, wonder if that 
was part of the game. And he 
is helped in this job of confus- 
ing the judgment of the onlook- 
ers by the girl herself played by 
Nadia Tiller with enough antics 
of coquetry to make herself ap- 
pear a little faster than she 
really is, 

Lucky, the girl, is supposed to 
be really a nice girl hailing from 
Munich, who has come to Paris 
to study music but is disappoint- 
ed because she has no talent. 
She tries to deaden her sense of 
failure with narcotics, and in 
trying gets mixed up with the 
murdered man, the owner of a 
Champs Elysee restaurant-caba- 


ret.° 
The picture centers around 
his cabaret and introduces as- 


pects of night life in Paris in 
vivid black and white photo- 
graphy (by Louis Page). It is 
the world peopled with univer- 
sal good timers, exotic and do- 
mestic, and seductive entertain- 
ers including the sultry singer 
Hazel Scott and her African 
dancers. And our inspector is 
always there to indicate a logi- 
cal connection between light- 
hearted tourism and the main 
theme.

current business reces- 
sion in Japan is expected to hit 
bottom toward the end of this 
and then level off and 
turn upward around the au 
tumn of next year, according to 
Bank of Japan officials. 

They made this prediction on 
the basis of the Bank's “busi- 
ness cycle indicators,” worked 
out recently by analyzing the 
trade cycles in Japan in the 
period since January 1951 up to 
March this year. 

The “business cycle 
tors,” the first of the kind to 
be compiled in this country, 
showed that one  rise-fall-rise 
in the business conditions in 
Japan took about 40 months, 
with the depression and down- 
ward periods tending to become 
prolonged gradually. 


incica- 


The previous eycle began in 
January 1954 when business 
turned downward, The trend 
continued for 17 months, hit 
bottom in June 1955 and level- 
ed off for six months before 
turning upward. 

The prediction that the cur- 
rent recession would see an up- 
turn around the autumn of 1959 


was made on the basis of an 
over-all indieator of the Bank 
of Japan “business cycle indi- 


cators.” 

The over-all indicator was cal- 
culated by utilizing 16 out of the 
41 individual indicators. Only 
the 16 indicators, including those 
of currency, loan, price, produc- 
tion and consumption, were 
used to exclude incidental fac 
tors. 

The bank’s officials sgid the 
indicators would énable busi- 
ness analyzers to grasp the real 
state of the current business 
conditions and make as accurate 
a prediction as possible in re- 
gard to the future business 
trend. 


They said the indicators would 
also provide the bank with use- 
ful material for establishing its 
financial policy.

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Situation in Burma 

Few countries have passed through more vicissitudes 
since the end of World War II than Burma. That event 
found the country in a state of wild disorder, with ban- 
ditry and guerrilla warfare rife, the latter being in some 
eases stirred up by ambitious rival politicians. 

The well-known leader, Gen. Aung San, and six other 
ministers were murdered in July, 1947, but U Nu then 
became Prime Minister and began to pull the country to- 
gether. An Anglo-Burmese treaty was signed in London 
on October 17, 1917, and the Union of Burma came into 
being on January 4, 1948. 

But all was not to be plain sailing. There were mu- 
tinies among the various bodies of troops, a Karen revolt 
wnd remnants of Chinese Nationalist troops occupied the 
eastern Shan states. But U Nu’s patient and conciliatory 
methods gradually led to an improvement: all round 
although the People’s Volunteer Organization, which had 
gone underground as the People’s Comrade Party, proved 
intractable until now. Its program is definitely Commu- 
nist and has been so all along. 


It Is now apparently to function as a Communist Party 
operating opemy and legally. Its entire 30-man central 
committee has been flown to Rangoon and told that its 
members are “free to enjoy all the democratic rights 
conferred by the Union of Burma Constitution.” 

tut the party has left no doubt as to its intended 
course of action. “We will continue the unfinished people’s 
democratic revolution to a victorious conclusion,” says a 
party manifesto, “then launch the Socialist revolution and 


finally advance toward the creation of a Communist 
world.”. Burma is faced with a general election before 


long and an influential Rangoon newspaper declared this 
pronouncement was like “the striking of a grim gong, 
sending a note of warning which should be heard through- 
out the length and breadth of the country.” 


It certainly is a warning to all lovers of freedom in 
Burma as to what they have to expect. But there is no 
lack of evidence that the great mass of the Burmese peo- 
ple are unlikely to embrace Communist doctrines. It is 
perhaps better that the People’s Comrade Party should 
come into the open as a political organization than con- 
tinue as an armed resistance force against the Government 
and operating underground. s 

There are still some splinter leftist factions at work, 


some with arms in their hands, but these are likely soon 
to meht away. 

Those who helieve that the Government's amnesty

As they say in Egypt, only a 
fool visits that Afro-Arab coun- 
try in the summer.

Going to the pyramids at 
Giza in midday is nothing short 
of foliv for the Intense heat on 
the desert can singe you. Tak- 
ing advice from a near victim 
of sunstroke, I went there at 7 
p.m., an hour and a half before 
sunset. Still it was hot enough, 


The moment the bus arrived 
at its terminal in the shadows 
of the pyramids, I was. seized 
by a tanned, turbanned English 
speaking guide. The official rate 
of a guided tour, according to 
him, is 20 pilasters an hour. But 
he said, “You do your best he- 
cause I will do my best.” By 
this he meant he would tell me 
all he knew about the pyramids 
and its paraphernalia and that 
I should tip him as generously 
as I could afford in return, 


Having thus been engaged, 
my guide rejected all solicitors 
with horses and camels for hire. 
“The best way to see the 
pyramids is to walk, That way, 
you can see much more than 
when you hire a camel or a 
horse. Besides, you don’t 
forget what you see.” 

How correct he Was was 
driven home to me after walk- 
ing through the hot sands for 
nearly two hours, covering an 
estimated (by the guide) dis- 
tance of five kilometers, 

My guide’s pet project was to 
take his customer to a spot 
where. one Can take a picture 
of six pyramids simultaneously. 
But to get there one must wade 
through the sand for a mile or 
so in the direction of the heart 
of the Sahara desert. Although 
the guide proved correct, it 
also dawned on me that this 
waS a good way of stretching 
a tour. The march through the 
sands, however, is not without 
some redeeming features. |! 
picked up many fossils of 
clams and fragmerits of the

This 
time the tour-witnin-a-tour was 
illumined by a candle. The 
service, of course, called for a 
gratuity. 

Toward the end of the 
exhausting round, the guide 
uttered the Arabic word for the 
third time. From behind th? 
huge rocks appeared a man 
with a glass of water. This 
time I felt I had the right to 
refuse it. “Very good,” my 
guide said, and he drank it off 
himself, without paying the 
man, 


The system of a guide giving 
business to his fellow country- 
men may look like a racket on 
a shoe-string. A more con 
structive way of looking at the 
situation, however, might be 
this: if these spots of interest 
are illuminated by fluorescent 
lamps as is the case with so 
many other tourist spots they 
would destroy the atmosphere. 
If a match or a candle is more 
appropriate, one must pay for 
it somehow, 

The pattern of behavior of 
the guides at Giza is not to be 
considered representative of the 
Egyptians, at least those of 
Cairo I encountered in their re- 
lations with foreign visitors. 

In fact, if thene was one capi- 
tal where I met particularly 
helpful people because of my 
being Japanese, it was, for rea- 
sons yet to be uncovered, Cairo. 
This statement is not based on 
freak experiences, but in my 
opinion, on solid evidence, In 
the span of two days’ sojourn, 
I had about five specific con- 
tacts with citizens of Cairo, who 
were almost solicitously helpful 
to me out of what I believe 
was genuine goodwill, 

On the first day, as I toox 
photographs in front of the cen- 
tral post office building, a young 
man approached me and said 
in English: “You can take more 
interesting pictures in that Ori- 
ental bazaar section.
